power lines in various parts of 
Rush county and th at the Rush­ 
ville municipal company is not 
entitled to ex tend its lines out­ 
side the corporate limits. The 
commission fix ed a six -m onths 
period fo rthe Southeastern In ­ 
diana Power company to com­ 
plete ex tensions. 


Hearing on the gas compan­ 
ies’ petitions for higher rates 
was held here some time ago. 
City officials, representing con­ 
sumers, protested the rate boost 
on grounds th at the service pro­ 
vided by the utilities, which are 
both controlled by the Ay ers in­ 
terests of Newcastle, did not jus­ 
tify an increase in rates.

DOUBLE DOSE RENDERED 


Ru shv ille was giv en a d ou ble set-back by the 
Pu blic Serv ice Commission in two d ecisions ren­ 
d ered . One inflicts a 110 p ercent increase in gas 
rates, and the other hems the city of Ru shv ille 
in a k not, as far as ex p ansion of electric serv ice 
is concerned . 
The gas rate increase was ex p ected . 
Ru sh 
cou nty is p rov id ing a big v olu me of gas for 
Way ne, Henry and other cou nties. 
This gas is 
being carried into these localities where a $1.10 
rate ex ists. The rate here was only 50 cents. It 
m attered little to the gas comp any whether p eo­ 
p le here u sed their gas or not, becau se it is being 
u sed in other cou nties where it command s the 
higher p rice. 
The city of Ru shv ille ask ed for p ermission to 
string electric lines into the territory ad jacent to 
the city , bu t the commission has ru led that the 
city mu st only serv e territory within the corp or­ 
ate limits. 
This is a great inju stice. The city will not be 
able to ex tend * its bou nd ary lines in any d irection 
withou t coming in contact with an ou tsid e elec­ 
tric line, alread y serv ing homes. It op ens u p a 
channel which Ru shv ille for y ears has been 
lighting against—that of k eep ing ou t Insu ll and 
other ou tsid e u tilities from obtaining a leg on 
the local situ ation. 
Of the two ru lings by the Commission, the lat­ 
ter is by far the most imp ortant, as far as the 
p eop le are concerned . The city can lower elec­ 
tric rates and p rov id e electricity at a p rice to 
meet the higher gas rates, bu t if ou tsid e interests 
get a hold on the local p lant, then ev ery thing 
will be lost. 
The two d ecisions of the Commission were 
withheld u ntil after the legislatu re ad jou rned . 
They are a wise bu nch of fellows who are hold ­ 
ing d own their jobs at the ex p ense of the p eop le 
and for the benefit of the big u tilities and mon­ 
ey ed interests.

liv ed , he aimed a shaft right at the center of one 
of the old est of hu m an d reams. 
This d ream—which all of u s, in one way or an­ 
other, nou rish now and then—is the d ream of 
somehow getting one’s life work finished so that 
one can get ou t of harness and sit d own some­ 
where to enjoy the ev ening of life in carefree 
id leness and rep ose. 
Most of u s, of cou rse, are fated nev er to mak e 
that d ream come tru e; bu t we k eep on d reaming 
it, ju st the same, look ing forward to some time 
in the fu tu re when we can stop work ing and tak e 
things easy . And it is ju st this that Mr. Ju stice 
Holmes will hav e none of. 
“The work ,” say s the aged ju stice, “nev er is 
d one while the p ower to work remains. It can­ 
not be, while y ou still liv e. For to liv e is to fu nc­ 
tion. That is all there is in liv ing.” 
Perhap s this is something that ap p lies only to 
those fortu nate p eop le who hav e fou nd work for 
which they are esp ecially fitted and which they 
esp ecially enjoy . Mr. Ju stice Holmes, of cou rse, 
falls into that classification ex actly , 
u s are that lu ck y . 
Nev ertheless, to a certain d egree his remark 
has a u niv ersal ap p lication. And its tru th rests 
largely on a little-u nd erstood bu t im p ortant 
fact; namely , that we enjoy life most, not when 
we hav e comp letely forgotten abou t it and are 
work ing ou r head s off at the d ay ’s job. 
Often enou gh this job is not p articu larly inter­ 
esting. Often enou gh the man who is p lu gging 
away at it can think of many other jobs that he 
wou ld enjoy a good d eal more. Bu t that is not 
the p oint. 
The p oint is that to p lu nge head -| 
ov er-heels into work —to lose one’s self in the 
d oing of something, so that all of one’s energies 
and abilities are called into p lay constantly —is 
to k now a comp leteness of liv ing that can be 
k nown in no other way . 
For life is not ex actly a toilsome p ilgrimage to­ 
ward s a restfu l stop p ing p lace where one can lie 
u nd er the trees and wait for the night. 
It is 
the su m total of all of the things one d oes, d ay 
in and d ay ou t. 
If these things hold one, and 
d emand the u tmost one can giv e them, life 
comes, in the end , to a resp ectable su m. 
It is 
easy to see that this is ju st what has hap p ened 
to Mr. Ju stice Holmes.

With opening of the construction

Governor Leslie's announce-

the date of signing a bill is to 
je the test of a veto, then most 
certainly the appropriation bill 
should be vetoed because it was 
signed on Tuesday, March 10." 


Both Governor Leslie and At- 


torney General James M. Ogden 
had held that the statement at- 
tached to the bill by Speaker 
Myers had the effect of mutilat- 
ing and invalidating it. The 
statement traced the progress of 
the bill through the assembly 
and set out, among other things, 
that the speaker .had signed the

DOUBLE DOSE RENDERED 


Rushville was given a double set-back by the 


Public Service Commission in two decisions ren- 
dered. One inflicts a 110 percent increase in gas 
rates, and the other hems the city of Rushville 
in a knot, as far as expansion of electric service 
is concerned. 


The gas rate increase was expected. Rush 


county is providing a big volume of gas for 
Wayne, Henry and other counties. This gas is 
being carried into these localities where a $1.10 
rate exists. The rate here was only 50 cents. It 
mattered little to the gas company whether peo- 
ple here used their gas or not, because it is being 
used in other counties where it commands the 
higher price. 


The city of Rushville asked for permission to 


string electric lines into the territory adjacent to 
the city, but the commission has ruled that the 
city must only serve territory within the corpor- 
ate limits. 


This is a great injustice. The city will not be 


able to extend'its boundary lines in any direction 
without coming in contact with an outside elec- 
tric line, already serving homes. It opens up a 
channel which Rushville for years has been 
fighting against—that of keeping out Insull and 
other outside utilities from obtaining a leg on 
the local situation. 


Of the two rulings by the Commission, the lat- 


ter is by far the most important, as far as the 
people are concerned. The city can lower elec- 
•tric rates and provide electricity at a price to 
meet the higher gas rates, but if outside interests 
get a hold on the local plant, then everything 
will be lost. 


The two decisions of the Commission were 


•withheld until after the legislature adjourned. 
They are a wise bunch of fellows who are hold- 
ing down their jobs at the expense of the people 
and for the benefit of the big utilities and mon- 
eyed interests. 


THE JOY Of WORKING 


When Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, on his 


90th birthday, remarked that his work was not 
done yet, and would never be done as long as he 


lived, he aimed a shaft right at the center of one 
of the oldest of human dreams. 


This dream—which all of us, in one way or an- 


other, nourish now and then—is the dream of 
somehow getting one's life work finished so that 
one can get out of harness and sit down some-t 
where to enjoy the evening of life in carefree 
idleness and repose. 
Most of us, of course, are fated never to make 


that dream come lirue; but we keep on'dreaming 
it, just the same, looking forward to some time 
in the future when we can stop working and take 
things easy. And it is just this that Mr'. Justice 
Holmes will have none of. 


'•The work," says the aged justice, "never is 


done while the power to work remains. It can- 
not be, while you still live. For to live is to func- 
tion. That is all there is in living." 


Perhaps this is something that applies only to 


those fortunate people who :have found work for 
which they are especially fitted and which they 
especially enjoy. Mr. Justice Holmes, of course, 
falls into that classification exactly. Not all of 
us are that lucky. 


Nevertheless, to a certain degree his remark 


has a universal application. And its truth rests 
largely on a little-understood but important 
fact; namely, that we enjoy life most, not when 
we have completely forgotten about it and are 
working our heads off at the day's job. 


Often enough this job is not particularly inter- 


esting. Often enough the man who is plugging 
away at it can think of many other jobs that he 
would enjoy a good deal more. But that is not 
the point. The point is that to plunge head- 
over-heels into work—to lose one's self in the 
doing of something, so that all of one's energies 
and abilities are called into play constantly—is 
to know a completeness of living that can be 
known in no other way. 


For life is not exactly a toilsome pilgrimage to- 


wards a restful stopping place where one can lie 
under the trees and wait for the night. It is 
the sum total of all of the things one does, day 
in and day out. If these things hold one, and 
demand the utmost one can give them, life, 
comes, in the end, to a respectable sum. It is 
easy to see that this is just what has happened 
to Mr. Justice Holmes.

The most impressive history, 


of any country is found in the 
lives of its early settlers. Little 
more than a century ago In- 
diana was a vast wilderness, with 
only here and there, a white set- 
tlement.

It 
s safe to say that, if it could now 
be marketed, the walnut, poplar, 
ash, oak, beech, elm and other 
merchantable kinds of native 
timber then growing in Rush freedom in 
county, would in recent markets, 
je far more valuable, than the 
soil upon it grew. 


As a boy I have -niggered' 


poplars, ash, walnut and oak 
trees, felled by storm in clear- 
ings, that if cut and sawed into 
lumber would have made thous- 
ands of feet of lumber. In this 
respect our county differed little 
from other timbered counties of 
Indiana. Many men.are yet liv- 
ing, who will remember the huge 
logrollings, that made up many 
a day's hard work, and hilarity 
of their boyhood days. 


Roads were bridle paths of 


mud constructions and travel by 
horseback or ox-team, where now 
we have boulevard? and palatial 
caravans of the latest and most 
luxurious model and not enough 
horses to extricate the "stalled" 
pullmen, from the snow-drifts 
of March 1931. 


The early 
settlers of. Rush 


county were of a perservering 
and happy type, nor is the coun- 
ty lacking in energy, of the type 
that succeeds now, but their dif- 
ficulties encountered and meth- 
ods employed are far different 
from that of their ancestors. Now 
we have no logs to roll, rails to 
split or new ground to plow. The 
streets and sidewalks of Rush- 


vville are equal, where improved, 
to the best constructed and our 
rablic highways, in most cases, a 
•evelation. 


Few counties can boast of so 


varied and intelligent population, 
nor of better blood than made 
up the early settlers of this coun- 
ty.

More than 100 genes have been
